| Concerning our trip across: We 
drove 3670 miles and averaged 20 
miles to the gallon. The best dis- 
tance was made while descending 
from the continental divide into 
Nebraska, and the least distance 
was made in the well-populated 
sections. We encountered no rain 
until we arrived in Syracuse and 
from then until now the weather 
has been cool and damp. In fact, 
we didn’t have a, warm day after 
crossing the Mojave desert. The 
first day’s driving was our longest 
in hours and greatest in distance 
'for we made 523 miles, including | 
le trip to the Boulder dam where 
| the sight of the lake edging around 
those baked mountains was well 
;worth the time. Our night stops 
were Cedar City and Coalville, 
Utah; Cheyenne, where several 
| hundred sheep were driven past 
our door on their way to pasture 
amid considerable baa-ing and 
where we had no sooner recovered 
from this surprise than we were 
pleasantly amazed to have copies 
of two morning papers thrown at 
us; Sutton, Neb., where we left 
| Felliott Garrison, our passenger, | 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, after a day 
spent evading thunder showers; 
; Gary, Ind., after several hours with 
| Max and viewing the University of 
Chicago buildings from the out- 
side and trying to see something 
| of Soldiers’ field but being shoved 
along the drive at a paltry 45 m. 
;p. h. while motorists hooted and 
honked from all sides; Conneaut, | 
Ohio, where the cabins were re- 
| modeled railway cars, complete 
‘with running water; Syracuse, N. 
| y,. where we stayed two nights af- 
ter crossing the Peace’ bridge into 
Canada at Buffalo and returning 
}to the United States at Niagara 
| Walls; Wakefield, R. L., and Scars- 
' dale, N. Y. To me, Niagara was 
}a great disappointment and sailing 
from N. Y. C. was decidedly flat 
after the West Coast and Honolulu 
sailings.

Nevada County | 

Created April 25, 1851. The | 
word “Nevada” in Spanish means | 
The county derived its} 
name from the perpetual snow- | 
capped mountains within its boun- 
daries. | 

This county has given to the | 
world $300,000,000 in gold and pro- | 
duces oranges at one end and ice 
at the other. It is one of the} 
state’s richest counties in scenic 
attractions, farming, mining and 
lumbering. In the western section, 
roses bloom the year around while 
at Donner Lake, near its eastern 
boundary, the annual snowfall is 
from 10 to 20 feet. Its golden era 
dates from 1848. The rocker was 
the first machine used for washing 
gold, followed by the long-tom, 
which in turn gave place to the 
sluice. Hydraulicking was first) 
undertaken in 1852 and by 1876 
$100,000,000 was invested in plants, 
equipment and property for this 
form of mining. In 1884 hydraulic 
mining was prohibited by law. 
Within a radius of six miles from 
Grass Valley are 110 gold mines, 
while within a radius of five miles 
from Nevada City are 120 mines 
with more than one-tenth of the 
population engaged in this indus- 
try. Here are the Empire, North 
Star, Maryland-Idaho, Malahoff 
and other famous mines. 

Dry farming is successful, but 
most growers rely upon irrigation. | 
More than 1,000 miles of ditches 
and flumes costing $4,250,000 fur- 
nish water for orchards and farms. 
Leading fruits are pears,, apples, 
plums and prunes with a large har- 
vest of oranges.
